Child rape sentences 
blasted as ‘worst ever 1

THE jail terms handed to two men who had 
sex with an 11 -year-old girl while the act was 
filmed have been blasted as ‘among the 
worst sentencings ever'. 

In a rare move, the Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) is considering referring for 
appeal the 40 month prison sentences given 
to the men who raped the girl in a block of 
flats off Park Street, Luton, as being ‘unduly 
lenient’. 

Last week fudge David Farrell QC said the 
11-year-old victim was a ‘willing participant’ 
in the sex, despite the law ruling that under- 
13s cannot legally consent to intercourse. 

Sentencing guidelines for those convicted of 
raping under-13s start at ten years and have a 
range of between eight and 13 years in prison. 

But despite this, fudge Farrell QC ruled the 
case as ‘exceptional’ and gave Ruben 
Monteiro, of Bailey Street, Luton, and 
Roshane Channer, of no fixed abode, just 40 
months each at Luton Crown Court last 
Friday. 

fudge Farrell QC, who was appointed as a 
Circuit fudge on the advice of Lord 
Chancellor Kenneth Clarke QC as of luly last 
year, said the prosecution accepted that the 
girl had not objected to what was happening, 
and the men had pleaded guilty at the earliest 
stage and did not have previous convictions 
for sexual offences. 

He added: “Despite her age it is accepted 
she was a willing participant, but the law is 
there to protect young girls from this type of 
behaviour and to protect them from them¬ 
selves. 

“The girl had clearly been subjected to sys¬ 
tematic sexual exploitation and you willingly 
used her for your own sexual gratification. It is 


aggravated by the fact that the event was 
being videoed.” 

He said there was evidence that the footage 
had been circulated, as it was found on one of 
the defendant’s phones. 

The two men had maintained they believed 
the girl was at least 14, and, after viewing 
evidence, the judge agreed she appeared that 
age. 

The weak sentences were slammed by 
charity Rape Crisis, which campaigns to raise 
awareness of the prevalence of sexual 
violence. 

Spokeswoman Yvonne Traynor, who ranked 
the sentencings as ‘among the worst’ she had 
heard of, said: “The abhorrence of this case 
spreads to the ignorance of a judge that can 
believe that an 11-year-old could have been a 
‘willing participant’. 

“Does he not understand the age of consent 
and the psychological impact this despicable 
act will have on this child? 

“Any man that thinks it is acceptable to have 
group rape with an 11-year-old - or even a 
14-year-old - and film it deserves a much 
longer sentence so that he can sit and think 
about his crime and subsequently have some 
in-depth mental health treatment so that he 
will not be a danger to any other 11-year-old 
when he is released.” 

The CPS has 28 days to notify the Attorney 
General if it thinks the sentencings are too 
weak. If he agrees, he can refer for review the 
case to the Court of Appeal, which may 
replace the sentence. 

Senior District Crown Prosecutor Helen 
Draycott said: “We are considering our 
position in relation to whether we will exer¬ 
cise our leave to appeal the sentences as 
unduly lenient.” 

Channer and Monteiro must register as sex 
offenders for life and were given a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order restricting their 
contact with girls under 16.

‘Stabbings’ men bailed 


TWO men arrested after a large 
disorder in Luton town centre, 
which resulted in two stabbings, 
have been released on bail.

Forget Olympic torch 
...you’ll all be working

THERE are no plans to celebrate the 
passing of the Olympic flame 
through Dunstable - but some 
bunting might be put up. 

The torch is due to come to town 
on Monday, fuly 9, but at present 
there are no events scheduled to 
commemorate the once-in-a-life- 
time spectacle, as the council fears 
residents won’t be able to attend if 
they are working. 

The lack of celebration is in stark 
contrast with neighbours Luton, 
who have arranged a weekend long 
festival to coincide with the torch 
coming to the town. 

It includes two concerts featuring 
The Wanted and Oily Murs at Popes 
Meadow, while on the day the flame 
arrives an evening ceremony will 
take place. 

Dunstable town clerk David Ashlee 
said: “Monday is a normal working 
day, and it is difficult to establish 


whether residents will be able to 
come along and see the torch due to 
work commitments. 

“The budget has been allocated to 
keep some flexibility, so we can 
arrange something closer to the time 
- for example, bunting along the 
route the torch will travel.” 

A £10,000 budget to celebrate the 
Olympic Torch coming to Dunstable 
has already been halved, after mem¬ 


bers of the council said they were 
disappointed there wouldn’t be an 
event held for St George’s Day. 

Instead, the Olympic Torch budget 
has now been reallocated to a 
National Celebrations budget, which 
will fund events for the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee, the Olympic 
Flame Relay, as well as St George’s 
Day, for which a £5,000 allocation 
has already been made. 


Police watchdog pushes tax rise to limit 


THE police watchdog has 
voted to increase the 
amount of council tax 
residents pay towards 
policing. 

At a meeting on Friday, 
members of Bedfordshire 
Police Authority agreed to 
increase this year’s polic¬ 
ing precept by 3.95 per 


cent, which means house¬ 
holds will pay £5.72 extra 
a year for the average 
Band D property. 

The increase was just 
0.5 per cent below the 
limit required to hold a 


referendum. The fire 
authority is due to 
determine the size of its 
council tax precept next 
week. 

However, Luton 
Borough Council 


maintains that both of 
these decisions will not 
affect the total council 
tax increase. 

This is expected to be 
around 3.4 per cent in 
Luton.

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Fake ‘brides’ to pay back 
sham marriage bonanza

THREE sham marriage ring members 
were paid nearly £6,000 to help illegal 
immigrants - one of whom is still on die 
run from the authorities - to stay in this 
country. 

Ashar Ali Rathore, the ringleader of the 
Luton-based operation, paid legal Polish 
immigrants between £150-£250 a month 
each to allow their genuine passports to 
be used to ‘authenticate’ relationships 
which were in fact bogus. 

Sisters Agata, 31, and Katarzyna 
Szubiak, 25, from Bedford, were given a 
total of £1,500 and £2,500 respectively, 
and Tomasz Sopniewski, of Foxglove Way, 
Luton, received £1,800, so that fake 
marriages could be set up as part of appli¬ 
cations for UK residency cards for 
Pakistani and Bangladeshi nationals. 

The cards grant non-EU nationals 
permission to stay in the country for five 
years and allow them to work and claim 
benefits. 

The UK Border Agency (UKBA) arrested 
Katarzyna on April 27 last year as she had 
allowed her ID documents to be used in 
the fraudulent application for residency 
by her sham marriage partner, Abdul Jalil, 
a Bangladeshi national who managed to 
secure a five-year stay but is currently ‘yet 
to be traced’. 

A UKBA spokesman said: “He success¬ 
fully applied to the agency for a residency 


card on the basis of his relationship with 
Katarzyna Szubiak. In light of her 
conviction we are now reviewing that 
residency with a view to revoking it. 

“His details have also been circulated on 
the police database, so if and when he is 
stopped or makes any applications we 
will take action.” 

Last year Rathore and his real wife Nadia 
Qadri, both 34, were jailed for faking 
marriages to Agata, of Farley Hill, Luton, 
and Sopniewski respectively to gain 
themselves residency, having initially 
been in the country on student visas. 

Rathore and Qadri were arrested at their 
home in Cornell Close, Luton, by officers 
on December 9, 2010, when £16,300 in 
cash was recovered. 

On Wednesday at Luton Crown Court, 
the Szubiaks and Sopniewski, 29, all 
pleaded guilty to conspiring to facilitate a 
breach of immigration law. 

They were each given six month jail 
terms, suspended for 12 months, ordered 
to do 150 hours of unpaid work, and told 
to pay all of their ill-gotten gains to the 
authorities. 

Last year another member of the ring, 
Polish immigrant Izabela Glazowska, 44, 
of Green Court, Luton, was jailed for eight 
months for entering into a bogus rela¬ 
tionship with Rathore’s brother-in-law, 
Zafar Rathore, who left the country in 
November 2010 before the investigation 
started and is still wanted by the UKBA. 

The total number of convictions in the 
case is now six, but the UKBA said its 
investigations are still ongoing.

DEPORTED fraudster Ashar Ali 
Rathore (pictured right ) has 
‘re-focused’ his visa agency business in 
Pakistan following a visit by the author¬ 
ities - after being exposed by Luton on 
Sunday. 

Last month this newspaper revealed 
the ex-Luton illegal immigrant and 
sham marriage ringleader had been 
given £1,500 of taxpayers’ money to 
leave the UK in luly 2011, just seven 
months into his two-year jail term. 

In fanuary, Rathore set up his ‘Xpress 
Solutions’ agency in Kotli, Azad 
Kashmir, offering to provide Pakistani 
nationals with passports, UK driving 
licences and National Insurance cards 
- but now claims he is no longer doing 


to ID card ‘offers’ 

this. He also says he has removed 
pictures of ID documents and England 
Cricket Board (ECB) logos - used with¬ 
out permission - from the in-store 
advertising posters promoting his 
business, which was funded by a 
£1,500 ‘resettlement’ grant from the UK 
Government. 

Rathore, speaking from Kotli, said: “A 
couple of people came to my office. I 
believe they were undercover. I’ve 
focused my business now. We don’t 
want to mess up with the authorities. 

“I took down the ECB logos, they’ve 
been washed out. Also, the passports, 
the driving licences and National 
Insurance cards. Everything has gone, 
because my intentions are good.”

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Funding concern 
over MFO project

LEADING Conservative Cllr 
Richard Stay has expressed deep 
concern over taxpayers' money 
funding a controversial outreach 
group in Marsh Farm. 

Such is his fears that Cllr Stay has 
raised the matter personally with 
Nick Hurd MP the Government 
minister responsible. 

Marsh Farm Outreach (MFO) 
has received several hundred 
thousand pounds of Government 
money, mainly as a result of the 
New Deal for Communities, a 
project from the last Government. 

MFO had signed a deal to 
receive another £800,000 with the 
present Government, to finance 
an organisation workshop based 
on a concept piloted in Brazil, 
when it was revealed that MFO 
was in liquidation when the deal 
was signed. 

Now it is in receipt of more than 
£100,000, as declared on its own 
website, which is part of 
Government cash used to foster 
the Big Society. 

The money is handed out by 
Locality, the UK’s largest mem¬ 
bership network of community- 
led organisation, and while for 
most groups around the country, 
the money is used to hire 
Community Organisers (COs) 
from the local community MFO 
appointed some of its organisers 
from its own directors. 

The MFO website said: “Total 
paid to MFO for one year is 
£101,250 broken down as follows: 

“£90,000 is for payment of 
wages and expenses for eight full 
time (35 hour week) community 
organisers (this works out at £215 
each per week before tax - in 
other words it just replaces what 
we were getting on the dole) 

“£4,250 paid as a ‘host fee’ plus 
£7,000 paid as a ‘kick starter fee’ 
towards the costs of administra¬ 
tion and office facilities for the 
organisers and supporting com¬ 
munity engagement activities in 
general.” 




Richard Stay, executive member 
for external affairs for Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: “I 
have observed the activities of 
Marsh Farm Outreach with grow¬ 
ing concern for some time. 

“I am particularly concerned at 
the level of taxpayer funding that 
has gone into schemes that 
appear to have remarkably poor 
outcomes. 

“I have raised the matter with 
the Minister responsible and I 
remain deeply concerned that sig¬ 
nificant levels of public funding 
have been sunk into what appear, 
even in the view of the Cabinet 
Office, to be high risk projects” 

A spokesman for MFO said: 
“Unlike all other hosts, we already 
had a team of experienced COs in 
place, having been through an 
estate wide recruitment process 
which covered the whole estate 
(carried out by the Marsh Farm 
Trust) to set up MFO. 

“The posts were advertised to 
every household in Marsh Farm, 
resulting in 26 local residents 


joining the team, with many 
remaining to this day. 

“Further to this, the current 
MFO team have (uniquely in the 
UK) completed several years 
training in the Organisation 
Workshop approach to commu¬ 
nity organising, which is another 
reason we were invited to join 
Locality’s bid to deliver the CO 
programme. 

“The Locality bid, including 
MFO and the OW method, was 
subjected to a fair competition 
with the final decision made by 
Ministers and were very glad to 
say it succeeded.” 

A Cabinet Office spokeswoman 
said: “Cllr Richard Stay has noti¬ 
fied the Cabinet Office of his con¬ 
cerns about Marsh Farm 
Outreach. 

“Locality make the decisions on 
who runs Community Organisers 
in each area.”

REAl/ REA 
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Dad’s joy at justice for 
son after taxi smash

THE father of a 17-year-old boy 
who suffered serious brain 
injuries as a result of being hit by 
a taxi has spoken out after a five 
year battle to ‘prove his son’s 
innocence’. 

Zakariah Churchyard, of Lancot 
Avenue, Dunstable, was just 12 
years old when he was hit by a 
vehicle travelling at between 
48mph and 50mph in a 40mph 
zone, while on his way to meet a 
friend on April 30, 2007. 

For five years the driver of the 
taxi, Kamar Aftab, would not 
accept liability for the accident, 
bringing the way Zakariah was 
cycling into question. 

The civil case to establish liabil¬ 
ity for the cause of the accident 
was due to take place this week at 
the Royal Courts of Justice in 
London. 

However, just two weeks before 
the trial was finally due to start on 
Monday, Mr Aftab finally accepted 
he was to blame for the incident, 
which has left the teenager with 
difficulties with his short term 
memory and concentration. 

Solicitors are now working to 
settle damages through the taxi 
driver’s insurance company. 

Zakariah’s father, Gerry 
Churchyard said: “I feel justice 
has been done in so much as my 


son has been proved innocent. We 
all knew there was nothing wrong 
in the way Zak was riding his bike 
as he had passed a cycling profi¬ 
ciency test the week before. 

“But for five years we have had 
to relive the accident daily, as we 
attended contact meetings with 
solicitors and conferences about 
the case.” 

Chani Dhaliwal, a serious injury 
lawyer at Irwin Mitchell’s London 
office, who is representing the 
family, said: “Time and time again 


we deal with cases where cyclists 
have been seriously injured, 
through no fault of their own, and 
lessons need to be learnt to pre¬ 
vent repeat accidents happening.” 

Now, Gerry is calling for changes 
to be made to the driving test, so 
that it includes training on how 
cyclists and cars can safely share 
the road. 

He said: “More and more people 
are cycling to work and school, 
but I don’t think the driving test 
has been updated to reflect this.”

‘Sex attack’threat to robbery victim 


Pink glove raider wanted by cops 


A TEENAGE girl was threatened with sexual 
assault if she did not hand over her bag. 

The 14-year-old was walking along Lyneham 
Road, Luton, on Tuesday evening when she was 
dragged behind the shops. 

One of two men grabbed her throat while the 
other demanded she gave him her bag or he 
would commit a serious sexual offence on her. 

They were disturbed by a passer-by but the 
Good Samaritan was threatened with a knife. 

The would-be robbers fled along Lyneham 
Road and towards the Shell filling station in 
Eaton Green Road. 

Neither the victim or the member of public 
were injured during the attempted robbery, but 
detectives are keen to locate the good 


Samaritan and any other witnesses who may 
have seen the offence or the offenders. 

Detective Sergeant Mark Taylor said: “The 
victim of this attempted robbery has been left 
very shaken by the incident and by the threats 
that were made during it. It is important that we 
locate her attackers to stop them from commit¬ 
ting any offences in the future.” 

The offenders are both described as white, in 
their late teens and were wearing dark jogging 
bottoms and dark hooded tops. The pair also 
wore black scarves across their faces and black 
woollen gloves.

Force spends cash checking the time

ALMOST 9,000 calls were 
made to directory enquiries 
by police staff in two years - 
as well as 150 to the 
speaking clock at 42p a go. 

Bedfordshire Police paid out 
£3,164.68 in the last two finan¬ 
cial years calling the 188 num¬ 
ber 8,862 times, according to 
figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

A spokesman said: “A lot of 
the work carried out by officers 
and staff is reliant on accurate 
information which includes 
the time especially when it 
comes to note taking, CCTV 
monitoring and IT issues. 

“Timeline offers exact time¬ 
keeping for the UK and is 
sometimes used by staff to 
ensure accuracy. 

“It is worth noting that the 
£63.28 spent over the two year 
time period between 2,400 
members of staff, works out at 
less than three pence per 
person for this service.” 

Meanwhile, it was 
announced this week that 
non-emergency callers to its 
switchboard will now hear the 
Lancashire tones of Chief 
Constable Alf Hitchcock (above). 



The force is adopting new 
technology which will allow 
callers to be put through 
directly to the person they 
need, without having to wait 
for control room staff to put 
them through. 

As of this week, when callers 
phone either 01234 841212 or 
the national 101 number, they 
will hear Mr Hitchcock wel¬ 
come them to the force and 
can then choose from three 
options. 

Chief Inspector Jim Lunn 
said: “Our voice recognition 
system should be better for 
callers as they won’t have to 
wait for our staff to pass them 
on - and more importantly, our 
call-takers should have more 
time to spend with residents 
who really need their help.”

D O you spit in public? It 
appears to be a growing 
problem, as more and 
more people, usually young 
men, spit on the pavement as 
they walk along. 

Well one council in London is 
looking to outlaw the practice. 

It used to be against the law, but 
that Act was repealed in 1990 by 
John Major’s Government. 

I confess I never would have 
thought that particular 
Government would have been 
in favour of spitting, unless at 
journalists writing on the mis¬ 
behaviour of certain ministers. 

Apparently the law was first 
brought in as it was believed 
that spitting helped spread TB. 

As the cases of TB had all but 
disappeared it was felt the Act 
could be repealed. Personally I 
wished they had kept it and wish 
Enfield Council well in its 
attempts to outlaw it once again. 

This is not because TB is back 
among us, though it is on a very 
limited scale, but simply because 
it is offensive and for most people 
an unnecessary habit. 

I have smoked and been rea¬ 
sonably sporty in my day but 
never felt the urge to spit in the 
street or anywhere else. There 
may be some who need to 
expectorate because of illness, 
temporary or permanent, but 
for the rest of those partaking it 
is done as though it is fashion¬ 
able and cool. It is neither of 
those things. I am not normally 
in favour of giving councils extra 
powers as they have a tendency 
to go a bit over the top. I certain-

ly do not agree with the council 
that has banned swearing in 
public, which would do my 
health no good at all. And I did 
read a case recently where a 
man was fined for dropping lit¬ 
ter when a ten pound note acci¬ 
dentally fell out of his pocket. 

But it is time to stop this bar¬ 
rage of public spitting. 

Perhaps our local council, 
which does not seem to have 
much to do these days, could 
take a leaf out of Enfield’s book. 

C ABINET minister 

Baroness Warsi has said 
this week that British 
society is under threat from ‘the 
rising tide of militant 
secularisation, reminiscent of 
totalitarian regimes’. I see very 
little militancy in non-religious 
people but a great deal of it in 
religion. That is from where 
most of the intolerance and 
threats of destabilisation seem 
to come. It is somewhat ironic 
that her rant made the front 
page of the Daily Telegraph this 
week, next to a picture of cleric 
Abu Qatada, who alone needs 
60 police officers to watch over 
this deeply religious man. 

While it is fair to say that 
many of the world’s wars and 
hotspots are not caused by reli¬ 
gion - they should be laid at the 
feet of global capitalism - they 


are usually part of the mix and 
often what defines the adver¬ 
saries. That is not to say that 
religion should not play a part 
in British life, and it does. 

Neither I nor the present Mrs 
Lowe are religious, yet our chil¬ 
dren are still taught it at school. 
And usually as fact rather than 
merely belief. Prayers were said 
before council meetings in my 
day and we non-believers sim¬ 
ply waited outside. 

The Church of England is 
generally a fine establishment 
run and served by decent peo¬ 
ple. One of its strengths is its 
lack of militancy. And if sup¬ 
porting the church and believ¬ 
ing in God is a source of 
strength to some people, then 
long may it continue. 

But there is a political correct¬ 
ness in our society and it is 
much more from the right wing 
Establishment than from the 
agnostics and atheists, who 
generally wear their non-belief 
lightly. Most of us are perfectly 
happy to live in societies that 
are mainly religious, we just 
don’t want it rammed down our 
throats. Yet Lady Warsi wants a 
more robust discussion 
between the different faiths and 
wants religion to take a more 
central role in British life. 

I say you want to be careful 
what you wish for.

Council vows to keep 
the tradition of prayers

PRAYERS will still be said at 
council meetings despite a court 
ruling they are ‘unlawful'. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
invites a member of the clergy 
from around the authority to 
each full council meeting to say a 
prayer before it begins. 

Last week Mr Justice Ouseley 
said: “A local authority has no 
power under section 111 of the 
Local Government Act 1972, or 
otherwise, to hold prayers as part 
of a formal local authority meet¬ 
ing, or to summon councillors to 
such a meeting at which prayers 
are on the agenda.” 

The decision was made after an 
action brought by the National 
Secular Society against Bideford 
town council in Devon after athe¬ 
ist Cllr Clive Bone complained. 

But this week it was confirmed 



Central Beds, which was formed in 
2009, will continue to hold prayers 
at the start but will not formally 
recognise it by avoiding adding 
the event to the council agenda. 

Central Beds’ chairman, Cllr 
Peter Hollick, (pictured) said: 
“The council will continue to pro¬ 
vide the opportunity for council¬ 
lors and others to take part in 
prayers immediately before the 


council meeting outside the for¬ 
mal agenda.” 

Neighbouring Luton Borough 
Council has never had prayers. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
prayers are led by representatives 
from different religions in turn to 
represent our community and 
sometimes simply involve a few 
minutes of reflective silence. 

“Everyone present in the 
Council chamber always show 
great respect for their colleagues 
and their individual beliefs when 
the prayers are taking place; any¬ 
one who doesn’t wish to partici¬ 
pate in the proceedings doesn’t 
need to be there. 

“As prayers have never been list¬ 
ed as a formal item on the agenda 
requiring the presence of all 
councillors and we have not 
received any objections from 
Members, which is a key issue in 
the Bideford case, we propose to 
continue the practice.”

The number of older people at 
the wheel has topped one million 
nationally according to figures 
obtained by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists, with a stag¬ 
gering 122 licence holders more 
than 100 years old. 

In the Luton area, almost 4,000 


people over 80 still possess a full 
driving licence, with 200 of those 
continuing to drive well into their 
90s and even one motorist still 
using their car at the age of 102. 

According to the DVLA, the oldest 
person currently holding a driving 
licence in the UK is a 106-year-old 
woman. 

The rate of deaths and serious 
injury in crashes among drivers 
over 80 is three times less than the 
rate for those aged 17 to 19. In 
2010, almost one in every 1,000 
young drivers in this age group was 


killed or seriously injured. LAM chief 
executive, Simon Best, said: “Older 
people need their cars as it gives 
them better mobility and access to 
more activities and services. 

“Those who wish to continue 
driving beyond the age of 70 should 
only be prevented from doing so if 
there are compelling reasons. 

“Rather than seeking to prevent 
older people from driving, we 
should make them more aware of 
the risks they face, and offer them 
driving assessments to help them 
eliminate bad habits.”

WE may be a good 12 years into 
the 21st Century, but in this day 
and age cancer patients are still 
struggling to heat their homes. 

When Pauline Harden, 54, was 
diagnosed with bowel cancer 
in 2008, she had to quit her 
full- time job, having worked 
since she was a 16-year-old. 

Since then Mrs Harden 
(pictured left), who had worked 
her entire life and lives by 
herself, has had to scrape by on 
Income Support and Disability 
Living Allowance totalling £250 
a week, as well as Cold Weather 
payments of £25 a week. 

Her power company has given 
her a monthly bill maximum of 
£48, but her finances still cause 
her no end of worry. 

Her limited incomings have to 
fund not only her normal costs, 
but also transport to and from 
hospital, as well as parking 
there, not to mention supple¬ 
ments to improve her health and 
new clothing due to weight loss. 

Now with the onset of extreme 
cold this month and sharply 
rising utility costs, Mrs Harden, 
who is weak from undergoing 
chemotherapy for the past 20 
weeks, is barely even to keep the 
central heating on in her home. 

The benefits system is under 
the spotlight nationally, with 
the Welfare Reform Bill currently 
undergoing debate in 
Westminster. 

Mrs Harden said: “It’s not just 
about paying for bills, it’s the 
worry that goes with it. 

“It’s an understanding of what

you go through. Macmillan have 
been absolutely fantastic with 
me from day one. 

“They filled out forms for me, 
they’ve given me two grants 
totalling £500 in the four years 
since I was diagnosed. I couldn’t 
have done it without them. 

“But the rate of benefits for us 
cancer sufferers is set at poverty 
level. Even with the Cold Weather 
payments, it’s certainly still not 
enough in temperatures such 
as this. 

“And to think that I’ve worked 
since I was 16. 

“If I was to send a message to 
the Government, it would be to 
have a benefits system for the 
people who really need it. It’s 
about improving quality of life.” 

Macmillan has given more than 
£67,000 in financial grants to 215 
cancer patients in Bedfordshire. 
One in four were helped with 
their energy bills. 

The charity’s general manager, 
Carol Fenton, (pictured centre) 
said: “To feel too scared to put 
the heating on because of soar¬ 
ing energy bills is an unaccept¬ 
able reality for thousands of 



vulnerable cancer patients who 
feel the cold more and spend 
long periods of time at home. 

“It is shocking that people 
who are diagnosed with this 
devastating disease are still 
relying on charity help to heat 
their freezing homes.” 

There are a range of benefits 
available for people with cancer, 
the main ones being 
Employment Support Allowance 
(ESA) and Disability Living 


Allowance (DLA). A Department 
for Work and Pensions spokes¬ 
woman said: “We improved the 
Work Capability Assessment 
(WCA) for ESA so that the vast 
majority of cancer patients 
would go directly into the 
support group. 

“We are currently consulting 
on further improvements to the 
WCA and are working closely 
with Macmillan to ensure we 
get the support we offer cancer 
patients right. 

“Depending on their circum¬ 
stances, people may also be 
eligible for things like Housing 
Benefit, Council Tax Benefit and 
Tax Credits. 

“People who are terminally ill 
are fast-tracked to the ESA 
Support Group and given the 
highest rate of the care compo¬ 
nent under DLA.” 

Also, as part of the Warm Home 
Discount scheme, participating 
electricity suppliers are providing 
financial support to people on 
low income and vulnerable 
customers. 

Consumers who may be 
eligible could include those on 
low income with a disability, 
long-term illness or those with 
young children, but the actual 
criteria used will vary as it 
depends on which electricity 
supplier you are with.

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Union’s concern over 
ambulance changes

PLANS for a number of ambu¬ 
lances to be taken off the road 
and replaced with one-man 
response vehicles could go 
ahead despite a trust failing to 
meet its targets over the 
Christmas period. 

Ambulance union GMB is calling 
‘for an urgent meeting’ with East of 
England Ambulance Trust’s 
(EEAST) chief executive, Hayden 
Newton, after the service failed to 
meet targets in December. 

The GMB has written to Mr 
Newton raising concerns over the 
way the service is managed and 
how missed critical response 
times impact on members of the 
public and ambulance crews. 

The union’s call for action comes 
after figures released by the 
Department of health revealed 
that the service was missing 



deadlines for reaching critical 
patients by almost two per cent. 

GMB organiser, KeriWebb, said: 
“It is essential that the East of 
England has a well-managed 
ambulance service with enough 
fully trained frontline resources 
and equipped vehicles to meet 
the quality targets. 

“Our members working for the 
service are incredibly dedicated 
to their jobs and this has to be the 
number one priority for NHS 
spending.” 

A proposal by the EEAST for a 
number of ambulances to be 


taken out of service and replaced 
with rapid response vehicles has 
angered the union, with mem¬ 
bers claiming that cutting the 
number of vehicles will not help 
the trust to meet required 
response times. 

Mr Newton recently blamed 
delays in reaching critical patients 
on A&E delays and problems 
which are outside the control of 
crews while attending call outs. 

Dr Pamela Chrispin, medical 
director of the EEAST, said: “We 
are looking at better ways of 
working to provide the best care 
possible which will include 
reconfiguring our fleet. 

“Rapid response vehicles are 25 
per cent faster than traditional 
ambulances in delivering imme¬ 
diate care to emergency patients, 
and can transport to hospital in 
certain cases. 

“The actual number of vehicles 
has not yet been set.”

easier to plan seasons and fix¬ 
tures. It is working in Europe 
and there are a lot more benefits 
from it. 

“There is revenue to be made 
from having it with links to local 
schools, councils and stuff like 
that, so it’s more than just a fix¬ 
ture thing.

TUrf talking 
Brabin sees 
the value in 
plastic pitch

GARY Brabin can envisage the return of 
‘plastic pitches’ in English football within 
the next ten years. 

The Luton Town boss was responding to 
comments by Football League chief oper¬ 
ating officer Andy Williamson who 
announced this week that there is a “clear 
appetite” among some of his members for 
the use of artificial surfaces. 

The Hatters were one of the few clubs 
who had an Astroturf pitch before they 
were banned in all top four divisions in 
1995, but they have since been sanctioned 
by FIFA, UEFA and are used in many coun¬ 
tries. 

The issue has come up after a cold snap 
which laid waste to whole swathes of foot¬ 
ball fixtures up and down the country, 
including Town’s trips to Kidderminster 
and Forest Green Rovers. 


Brabin said: “I genuinely can see that 
something like that could happen in the 
next ten years or so.” 

Luton famously had an artificial pitch at 
Kenilworth Road between 1985 and 1991 
when similar ones like at QPR and Oldham 
were widely criticised. 

But due to the weather Brabin has had to 
take the majority of his training sessions in 
the last fortnight on a third generation sur¬ 
face in Dunstable and he agrees that the 
technology has moved on. 

He said: “It’s not like the Astroturf of old 
which was like playing on a car park with a 
load of sand on. It was rock hard and made 
a massive difference. The way it has pro¬ 
gressed now, it’s not grass but you are get¬ 
ting a consistency from it.” 

The Hatters boss also believes that so- 
called ‘plastic pitches’ can also make good 
business sense for clubs. 

“It’s really good now,” he said. “It would 
stop games getting called off and would be
